While the Peabodv will was 


awaiting settlement, it be- 
came imperative for Law- 
rence to have a temporary 
infirmary. For a number of 
years in "the 1920s, each of the 
major dormitories had a few 
s:ck-rooms set apart near the 
matron's suite. 


In 1926 a Victorian house 


just west of Ormsby Hall was 
converted into the institution's 
first complete infirmary. The 
temporary arrangement last- 
ed for 40 years, with the 
exception of a brief relocation 
during World War II when the 
infirmary was moved to the 
'•civilian" side of the campus. 
(The 
V-12 sailors had their 


own sick-bay.) 


For all 40 of those years, it 


has been a marvel of incon- 
venience. All food had to be 
carried from a nearby dormi- 
tory, and the procession of 
white-jacketed waiters bear- 
ing covered trays across the 
Brokaw bridge through rain, 
sleet and snow has been a 
characteristic sight on the 
west end of the campus. Last 
year. 1.761 trays were carried 
to patients across the Brokaw 
bridge. 


Various Epidemics 


Over the years, a number of 


eprdemics have put a severe 
strain on the "temporary" 
infirmary's 12-bed capacity. 
In the 1920s and '30s. there 
were several waves of scarlet 
fever and one of flu which 
caused the closing of college 
for a time.

Congress G/Ves Approval to Merger of National, American Football Loops 


WASHINGTON fAP) _ Con- 


gress gave its okay today to an 
agreement by the National and 
American professional football 
leagues to combine into a sin- 
gle expanded league. 


The legislation gives the mer- 


ger agreement immunity from 
tne antitrust laws. Final action 
came in the Senate, hard on the 
heels of approval by the House 
Thursday night. 


The footbali bill was a rider 


on the administration's antiin- 
flation tax bill, which 
was 


passed by voice vote with only 
about half a dozen senators in 


the chamber. 


The measure now goes to 


President Johnson for his ap- 
proval. 


House Approval 


The big play was Thursday's 


House approval of the bill over 
objections 
of Rep. 
Emanuel 


Ceiler. D-.YY., who had held up 
other versions of the plan in his 
House Judiciary Committee. 


Tacking the provisions onto 


the tax bill enabled pro football 
to finally skirt Ceiler's commit- 
tee. 


"The end run was made not 


around me." insisted Ceiler dur- 


ing debate, "but around the 
public, who now have no wav of 
knowing the whys and "the 
wherefores and the results that 
may flow from this football 
merger." 


Ceiler indicated he still isn't 


giving up. 


"I may lose this game." he 


said, "but I won't lose the series. 
I am going to continue this in- 
quiry. I can assure you that a 
great deal will be made mani- 
fest that if you knew it now you 
would not vote for this bill." 


The provisions would allow 


the leagues to follow through on 


their announced plans to com- 
bine into one 24-team operation, 
expand to a 25-team league by 
1968 and possibly add two more 
franchises by 1970.

New research in the behavior of people 


alone and in company indicates that 
considerably more responsibility on all 
levels is taken by those alone. The strange 
thing known as mob psychology, it seems, 
applies to small groups as well and even on 
relatively unimportant matters. 


In our enthusiasm for democracy and 


equal opportunities for everyone — and 
sometimes we only pay lip service to this 
ideal — we may be losing sight of the fact 
that a human being is an individual and 
should be treated that way. The child 
brought up always to fall in with the group 
most likely will be the one most easily led 
by the demagogues always looking for 
followers. 


Perhaps what our children need is to 


be told more often that they are different 
from e\ ery other human being.

dominate the Ky regime. And 
once again the dissidents have 
only asked for democratic 
government and an end to 
police rule.

White people in America are 


feeling very sorry for them- 
selves these days. That is the

''white backlash'' — it is a 
form of self-pity. 


But, actually, who is the real 


victim of the Negro's aliena- 
tion from American society? 
Not the white man, but the 
Negro himself. 
For 
every 


white person who feels threat- 
ened, a thousand Negroes feel 
e\en more so.

For the Negro is victinvsed. 


not merely by the white man, 
but also by his own worst 
elements. Their gangs threat- 
en him much more than they 
threaten the whites. He has to 
live with it all the time — his 
womenfolk afraid to walk the 
streets at night, his children 
afraid to come home from 
school. 


In our full-blown compassion 


for ourselves — and in our 
fear of invasion, attack and 
injury — we whites tend to 
forget that the Negro lives 
with this, and within this, 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. He is the one who is 
trapped in a jungle society — 
and his desire to move out is 
not so much an urge to live 
with the whites as it is to get 
away from those Negroes who 


f< 


corrupt and debase his neigh- 
borhood. 


Negroes rob more Negroes 


than they do white people: kill 
more Negroes than they do 
white people: and even in all 
the "riots." it has so far 
generally been the blacks, sot 
the 
whites, 
who are 
left 


bleedi!1? to die. 


In the ghetto, the level of 


life inevitably sinks to the 
lowest. The ghetto is ran by 
the toughs, by the venal, by 
the exploiters, by the dregs — 
for it has no responsible power 
structure. "Law and order" 
has little meaning in such 2 
society: it is only raw power 
that is respected. 


We whites have as yet paid 


s very small, almost ~ negligi- 
ble, price for Negro servitude. 
It is the decent, hard-working, 
responsible Negro who has 
paid the highest price — being 
forced <o live in an environ- 
ment where his women walk 
in fear, where his children 
grow up stunted and vulner- 
able to ail the vices that 
accompany poverty ard des- 
pair. 


Whatever the historic causes 


of this ghetto — arid they are 
complex and contradictory — 
:-: is this decent and responsi- 
ole 
Negro 
who must 
be 


rescued from the cesspool; his 
children, at least, must not be 
allowed to start life with two- 
and-a-half strikes on them. 
This is what all the marching 
and shouting are about — 
children without a chance. 


It is a terrible problem, and 


there _ is no easy answer. We 
are in for a bumpy ride, 
whites and blacks alike, in the 
next few years. And we white* 
who are made uncomfortable 
by "civil rights" must re- 
member the Negro has lived 
so long with civil wrongs that 
he is almost beyond caring to 
distinguish right from wrong.
